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Report of Superintendent of Schools 


We again present our annual report for the inspection of 
those interested. According to the enumeration in Sept., 1900, 
we had then 84 children, the majority being under nine years of 
age. The average membership was 75.35, and per cent. of at- 
tendance reported to state last July was 85. Next year it will 
be higher as our records have been very good during the fall 
and winter. We have had 155 weeks of school. It was thought 
best not to have winter term in the Tracy division but plan for 
a longer term in the spriug. 

We have five schools with six teachers, making only one 
change on Grout Hill. We feel sure that keeping the same 
teachers whenever possible will bring the best results in the end. 
We have been very fortunate in our teachers this year. They 
have none of them had that professional training which brings a 
salary rebate from the State; but under the conditions as they 
now exist, the work the teachers have done has been well 
worthy of praise. 

With the exception of a few copies of Mother Tongue 
bought to help in language, the books purchased have been al- 
most entirely to help in the reading classes. Very good pro- 
gress has been made along this line especially in teaching the 
smaller children to read. All the schools use the Ward method 
with good results. Excellent work has been done in arithmetic. 
The children are improving in writing. Perhaps geography 
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still lags behind the other studies; but some of the teachers are 
waking up to the new methods in that also. 

We are still far from our goal but hope to keep on climb- 
ing. Ventilation is a subject which must receive our attention. 
Our school rooms are on the whole well repaired. Maps are 
needed more than anything else in the way of apparatus. 

Cordial thanks are extended to those who have given us 
words of encouragement, and to those who are dissatisfied we 
would humbly confess our ignorance, but our desire has been to 
work for the good of the schools. The school board think tak- 
ing it all in all the year just ended has been a prosperous one.
